Exercises  participated  in  by  children  from  all  the 
Gilford  schools  were  held  as  usual  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  on  the  evening  of  June  12,  1936.  These 
gatherings  always  bring  pleasure  both  to  parents  and 
children,  and  have  seemed  to  me  well  worth  while. 

The  eighth  grade  graduating  class  had  but  two 
members,  both  from  the  Village  School.  The  gradu- 
ates were  Daniel  L.  Steele  and  Geneive  L.  Sullivan. 

Teachers  and  Enrollment 

We  lost  two  teachers  by  resignation  in  June.  Miss 
Anna  Furey,  who  had  been  at  the  Village  School  for 
several  years,  resigned  that  she  might  be  at  her  home 
in  Lowell.  Miss  Furey  was  an  excellent  teacher  and 
her  work  in  the  schoolroom  was  always  of  the  best. 
Miss  Lillian  Miiotte,  who  had  been  for  three  years  in 
the  Gilford  Schools,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in 
Tilton,  her  home  town.  Miss  Milotte's  school  work 
was  always  well  done. ' 

Miss  Ethel  Croteau  and  Miss  Ethel  Fish,  graduates 
of  the  three  year  Elementary  Course  at  Keene  Normal 
School,  were  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  at  the  Village 
and  Intervale  Schools,  respectively.  The  following 
table  shov/s  the  teacher  assignment,  salaries  and  pres- 
ent enrollment  in  each  school :

Our  total  enrollment  is  67,  slightly  larger  than 
what  it  was  a  year  ago.  In  the  Laconia  public  schools 
there  are  enrolled  73  Gilford  children,  29  in  grades  I  to 
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VI,  12  in  the  Junior  High  School,  and  32  in  the  Senior 
High  School. 

School  Nurse 

Miss  Ruth  Langille  our  school  nurse  presents  the 
following  report: 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools: 

As  the  health  situation  among  the  children  in  the 
Gilford  schools  becomes  more  familiar,  it  becomes  in- 
creasingly apparent  that  the  first  need  is  a  dental  clinic. 
More  children  are  suffering  from  bad  teeth  than  from 
any  other  physical  defect  that  can  cause  impaired 
health.  The  teachers  are  compelled  to  keep  a  supply  of 
toothache  drops  on  hand  to  treat  the  pain  of  aching 
teeth.  This  is  but  a  temporary  expedient.  It  is  a  pity 
for  good  dentists  are  available  for  dental  clinic  work. 
It  is  just  a  question  of  where  the  necessary  money  is  to 
come  from.  It  will  probably  average  as  much  as  $5.00 
per  child  to  get  all  necessary  work  done,  even  at  clinic 
rates.  The  teeth  are  in  poor  condition,  especially  the 
six-year  molars,  which  are  the  first  of  the  permanent 
teeth  to  erupt,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  neces- 
sary teeth  in  the  mouth.  No  State  or  Federal  money  is 
available  for  this  purpose  this  year.  All  bills  must  be 
paid  by  the  individual  or  raised  locally.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  solution  for  this  condition  may  be  found  in  the 
near  future. 

There  are  several  other  things  that  need  attention 
soon.  About  seven  children  are  handicapped  in  their 
school  v/ork  for  lack  of  glasses,  A  larger  number  ap- 
parently are  in  need  of  operations  for  diseased  tonsils. 
This  work  too,  is  largely  prevented  for  lack  of  funds 
to  get  it  done.

It  is  anticipated  that  the  expenditure  for  high 
school  tuition  will  be  about  $300.00  less  but  this  will 
be  balanced  by  a  probable  increase  in  the  cost  of  ele- 
mentary tuition. 

Improvements 

The  last  school  meeting  voted  "for  repairs" 
$500.00  more  than  was  suggested  by  the  school  board 
in  its  report.  A  part  of  this  extra  appropriation  was 
used  for  the  purchase  of  m.ovable  furniture,  the  best 
type  now  available.  This  furniture  replaced  the  old 
seats  and  desks  at  the  Village  School  and  a  part  of  the 
old  equipment  at  the  Intervale  School.  The  village 
School  is  now  fully  equipped  with  these  up-to-date  mov- 
ables which  can  be  used  anywhere. 

Any  adequate  repairs  or  alterations  of  the  school 
buildings  now  in  use  would  mean  a  large  outlay  and 
I  am  satisfied  the  results  would  not  be  satisfactory. 
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Some  kind  of  central  school  seems  to  me  the  reasonable 
solution  of  the  problem.  The  cost  of  construction  of 
such  a  building  spread  over  a  period  of  twenty  years 
would  not  be  a  financial  burden.  And  the  cost  of  school 
maintenance  would  not  be  materially  increased.  The 
genuine  pride  and  satisfaction  which  the  community 
would  justly  have  in  such  an  accomplishment  would 
have  real  value. 

To  the  teachers,  children,  school  board  and  all 
others  who  have  helped  to  make  this  a  happy  and  suc- 
cessful year  I  express  my  thanks.
